[REIVIARKS] 

The claimed inventions relate to an electronic component, a coaxial connector 
and a communication device, which are each characterized in having a 
structure to prevent flux from intruding into the interior thereof. However, the 
claimed inventions are similar to the inventions disclosed in the cited references 
1 and 2, in view of the objects, structures and effects. 

That is to say, the inventions set forth in claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 9 and 10 are 
characterized in having a clearance which can prevents the flux from intruding 
into the interior of a component during mounting then attaching to a terminal 
and causing a contact failure. However, the cited reference 1 discloses a 
structure having an empty space which prevents the flux attaching to a terminal 
and rising along a gap between internal elements, and the cited reference 2 
discloses a coaxial connector. 

Therefore, the claimed inventions can be easily made by one skilled in the art 
from the combination of the cited references 1 and 2.
